THE TURKISH QUESTION. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE, IRISH TIMES. 
Str,—May I be permit for the benefit of 
such of your readers as feel rather h about 
the Turk and the Greek is vi 
to comment briefly on 
obscure to the average man? 
think they are obscure to him; for he sometimes 
reasons thus: “Turkey fought against us in 
the war; the Turk has a habit massacring 
Christians; and everythi in Turkey is bar- 
barous and retrograde. not, therefore, let 
the Christian Greek, even Rf he is not ect, 


where he came from?” 

Here are the answers;—(1.) Turkey fought 

ainst us in the war unwillingly, but had no 

oice; for Russia, our Ally, was her historical 
enemy and ever-present danger. Germany, on 
the other hand, oy be our special 
danger. All other ils can be disregarded. 
That is why Turkey fought against us; she 
could not help herself. e certain!y helped 
to bring her in, though, by our poor diplomacy 
for some years past. : 

(2) The Turk has not a habit of killing 
Christians. It would be as just and accurate 
to say that we have had a habit, for tho last 
two years, and up to the happy solution of the 
Dail ratification, of killing Catholics by our 
Black and Tans. There is more than a close 
analogy (modified in degree and details by 
reason of differences between the West and the 
East) between Turkev’s Armenian problem and 
our Sinn Fein trouble. Plot and counter-plot 
atrocities and isale—are they not all 
terrible? But no one has ever accused the 
Turk of massacring Jews or Catholics. ‘He (or 
rather the Enver set of him) was ill-advis 
enough to execute “reprisals” 

(often) populations for risings and killi 
Moslems in war time. And be it remembe 
that Moustapha Kemal Pasha is at daggers 
drawn with Enver Pasha and those in power 
during the war. 

(3.) Turkey, surrounded, as she has always 
been, by grasping Western Powers, all jealous 
of one another and snatching for concessions 
and opportunities of interference in her internal 
affairs, has gs bud 4 chance of being sl 
to progress ” a poor propagandist. 
He has always been condemned unheard be- 
cause he was a Moslem, was supposed to wear 
baggy trousers, and to throw his discarded 
wives into the Bosphorus in a sack. Ii would 
surprise your readers to learn (did your space 
permit) how far in advance of Western 
standards the legal position of the Turkish 
woman is. 

Why cannot Mr. Lloyd Geo and Lord Cur- 
gon decide to follow the lead of France and 
extend a frank welcome to the sincere attempt 
at constructive Turkish Nationalism now so 
solidly and bravely enthroned in Angora? Greek 
Imperialism has failed. Why should we help 
to prolong this miserable and senseless war? 

As on “nar a Moslem, and the husband 
of a Turkish wife, and also having lived nine 
years in Turkey, perhaps my exposé may be 
useful and not ill-timed.—Yours, :

THE VARTRY WATER SUPPLY. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRIStt TIMES. 

Sr.—On the 14th January, 1921, I drew 
attention in the public Press to the possibility 
of a shortage if the rainfall during the year 

1921 should be below the average. A month 
later, on the 18th February, I was obliged to 
draw attention to the fact that water in the 
Roundwood Reservoir had already begun to 
fall below the cill of the overflow weir, and to 
point out that this dces not ordinarily occur 
until about April or May. 

The rainfal] for the year 1921 was lower than 
that of any year, with one exception, since the 
i. Vartry Water Works were consiru . with the 
result that thé quantity of water in the 
reservoir was reduced to such an extent that 
the ‘surface is still moré than four feet below 
the top-water level, and the rate at which the 
reservoir is filling at the present time is so slow 
as to cause grave anxiety regarding the supply 
for the present year if the rainfall shogld 
again be small. 

The actual conditions at the present moment 
are much more serious than they were twelve 
months ago, as the rese®voir was then full. If 
heavy rainfall does not soon take place, it may 
not full again this year. This fact should 
prove the necessity for immediate special steps 
towards the conservation of the water supply

1921. The fact that even at present in many 
parts of England there is still a water famine 
indicates the serious effect of the diminished 
rainfall of last vear. 

I have, therefore, again to appeal to every 
citizen to help by using only the minimum 
quantity of water necessary.

It is recog- 
nised now that M. Briand’s fall could not, 
in any case, have been long postponed, 
and that, on the whole, it is better that it 
should have occurred before the negotia- 
tions at Cannes were completed, rather 
than afterwards. In the latter case, 
it would have meant that France repu- 
diated an agreement actually made by her 
responsible Minister with Britain, and 
must have had an unfortunate effect 
upon opinion in this county: whereas now 
the crisis can be regarded as purely 
domestic. : 

Indeed, there is every reason to suppose 
that the new French Prime Minister, 
whether M.’ Poincaré or another, will re- 
open the negotiations as soon as the work 
of the Cabinet-making is complete, with 
the full intention of coming to an amicable 
agreement. with Britain. The foundation 
of that agreement must, in the circam- 
stances of the case, be very much the 
same as that which was laid 
Lloyd George and M. Briand, but the 
superstricture may be 4 little more in 
conformity with French taste. i | 

M. Briand, undoubtedly, owed his recent 
unpopuiarity to the belief that he was too 
subservient to the British Premier. There 
was probably no ground for this—some 
Englishmen, at least, believe that it was 
just the other way round—beyond the fact 
that the two men were undoubtedly sym- 
pathetic, One was a Welshman, the other 
a Breton, one the son.of a small farmer, 
the other of a small shopkeeper. Both 
had close acquaintanceship with poverty. 
Mr. Lloyd George has recorded how his 
sole luxury in childhood was half an egy’ 
on Sundays. M. Briand, in his Socialist 
days, once declined an invitation with 
the words, “Cannot come; no boots.”” It 
is not surprising that men with common 
experiences of this kind should view the 
affairs of the world from much the same 
angle. 

The political crisis in France may have 
a reaction here, it is thought, since it will 
tell strongly against an early general elev- 
‘tion. It is not considered expedient, 
generally speaking, to make foreign poli- 
tics an issue in an appeal to the eler- 
torate, and, in the circumstances, an elec- 
tion would almost certainly turn, to some 
extent, upon our relations with France. 


UNIONIST POLICY. 


An informal meeting of Unionists is 
taking place in. private to-day to discuss 
recent developments in the political 
world, and this will be followed by a meet- 
ing of the Unionist Reconstruction Com- 
mittee at the Carlton Club next ‘Tuesday. 
At the latter meeting a resolution is to be 
moved recommending that there shall be 
no general election until Parliament has 
had an opportunity of considering a scheme 
of reform of the House of Lords. The 
promotion of economy in the public service 
and steps for the revival oi trade are also 
to come under consideration. 

There has been no more consistent sup- 
porter in the London Press of Irish 
national aspirations than the Catholic 
Times. It prints in its current issue 4 
number of messages from members of the 
Hierarchy, both in Ireland and England, 
all hoping that all classes in Ireland will 
co-operate in helping to build up the Free 
State. The journal itself, in a leading 
article, speaks very plainly, to Mr. de 
Valera, who is told that by his speech in 
the Dail on Monday he absolutely ruined 
his chances of--recovering the favour~<ol 
the Irish people. His plea that they did 
not understand the meaning of the Treaty 
is not .admitted. “It is because they 
appreciated its meaning, and the substan- 
tial advantages it would afford them, thay 
they gave it their whole-hearted support; 
and it does little credit to Mr. de Valera 
to try to cover wrecking tactics by the 
pretext that their intelligence did not 
enable them to understand it. 

The Board of Green Cloth, with the 
Ceremonial Department at Buckingham 
Palace, have almost completed the 
arrangements for the wedding of Princess 
Mary, and it is expected that the pro- 
gramme will be issued soon after the Court 
returns to London. The ceremony probably 
will take place. on Tuesday, February 28th, 
which is a week later than the date 
originally mentioned. The hour will be 
at noon, since the bride and bridegroom 
will be leaving at an early hour for the 
honeymoon.

I heard this 
morning of a case in the outer suburbs 
where five people have died within the 
week in one household—the master and 
mistress and three domestics—and all from 
influenza. . 

Mr. F. V. Russell, the Operating 
Suverintendent of the Great Eastern

QUESTION OF DEFICIT. 


The following statement, signed by Mr. R. 
Hennessy, Chairman of the Irish Council of 
the Nationa] Union of Railwaymen, and Mr. A. 
‘Walsh, Chairman of the Irish Council of the 
Railway Clerks’ Association, was issued yester- 
day in reply to the companies’ statement :— 

“To fully appreciate the state of mind of 
Irish railwaymen at the present time, it is 
necessary to revert briefly to the attitude of 
the companies in, August, 1921. The military 
truce was only in operation for a couple of 
weeks, and everybody was anxious to refrain 
from any word or act that might tend to break 
it, and thereby imperil the delicate negotiations 
which were -proceeding on the Irish national 
position. It was in these circumstances that 
the companies presented their ultimatum in- 
volving an immediate all-round reduction in 
rates of pay, a lengthening of hours of duty, 
and a degrading of conditions of service, such 
as rates for Sunday duty, night duty, etc. 

“At the same time, a Bill, which provided 
£5,000,000 for the Irish. railway sharebolders, 
was being held up in the British House of 
Commons; but in their frantic desire to take 
unscrupulous advantage of the political situa- 
tion to defeat and demoralise the railway trade 
unions, the companies declared their readiness 
to sacrifice that large sum (every penny of 
which may be paid in increased dividends to 
the shareholders), and to risk the deplorable 
consequences of a rajefay stoppage at that 
period unless the whofe of their proposals were

NO FAITH IN THE COALITION

Then suddenly this great country announced 
that the men who were at the back of these 
murders, instigating and paying for them, were 
honourable men and should be invited to Down- 
ing street. There were peals of joy when no- 
thing had been determined but that all your 
friends in Ireland should be abandoned to their 
fate and handed over helpless, hopeless, and un-

RIGHT WAY TO DO THINGS. 


The Morning Post says:—There has a 
tendency here and there to approach Boy in 
this matter of an alliance too mueh in manner 
of & “proílteer.”

The, plain fact before us, says the West- 
minster Gazette, is that M. Briand fell because 
he was supposed, rightly or wrongly, to have 

n too amenable to British ei len and 
that M. Poincaré succeeds him because, again 
rightly or wrongly, he is supposed to be a 
stauncher upholder of French rights and in- 
terests acainst British efforts to whittle them 
away. 

This is the plain state of the case, and no- 
thing is to be gained by evading it, 

It has long been evident that there would be 
no peace for any French Government, and little 
for any other, until M. Poincaré and the schoo! 
of thought he represents had had an oppor- 
tunity of giving effect to their opinions, not as 
mere critics, but as responsible Ministers. We 
do not believe that Anglo-French relations will 
suffer from our saying frankly what we mean on 
these subjects, and we shall have no complaint 
if M. Poincaré is equally frank on his side. But 
clearly, with hie access to power, the period of 
smoothing, glossing, and evading must bee con- 
sidered definitely at an end. 


THE PREMIER’S RETURN. 


The Parliamentary Correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph writes:—Mr. Lloyd George is 
expected to spend only one night in Paria on his 
way back from Cannes. He arrives in the 
French capital to-day, accompanied by Sir 
Robert Horne, and Downing street anticipations 
are that his conversations with M. Poincaré, the 
new French Premier, will not be so prolonged 
as to interfere with his present intention to 
resume his journey to London to-morrow morn- 
ing.

THE PROVISIONAL 
GOVERNMENT. 


CASTLE MAY BE TAKEN 
OVER. 


(BY OUR POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

To-day’s political events in Dublin will 

bring tu. @ close a memorable chapter in 
Irish history, and at the same time open 
a new chapter, They will,'in effect, though 
not, perhaps, in a strictly legal sense, 
bring to an end the history of Ireland 
under the Union. 
!. After an association of 122 years under 
the Union Jack—a period of varying 
fortune, of alternate peace and turmoil, 
of prosperity and © adversity—Ireland 
emerges from the pact of 1800, and, while 
still a member of the community of 
nations called the British: Empire, will 
work out in her own way her destiny 
under the banner of the Irish Free State. 

Few people even yet realise the nature of 
the change which is imminent. 

This morning, accordine to the terms of the 
Peace Agreement, the representatives elected 
for constituencies in the 26 Southern counties, on 
the invitation of Mr. Arthur Griffith, Chairman 
of the Irish. Plenipotentiaries, will meet in the 
Mansion House Dubhm, to ratify the Treaty. 

When this is done—and it seems likely that it 
will be done unanimously, as Mr. de Valera and 
his followers wil] not attend—Mr. Griffith will 
nominate his Provisional Government. This 
Government, which wi!! probably consist of less 
than a dozen persons, is empowered immediately 
to take over the entire responsibility for the 
government of. Ireland. 


MR. GRIFFITH AND THE CASTLE. 


Up to a late hour last nicht it was not 
possible to ascertain Mr. Griffith’s intentions, 
It is open to him to go at once to Dublin Castle, 
enter into occupation, and take over the entire 
Governmental machinery. Whether he will do 
so, or await an opportunity early next week. is 
not known. The Castle authorities have had no 
notification, and, no doubt, they will be advised 
by the Free. State authorities when they decide 
to assume their new re sponsibilities. 

While to-day’s proceedings mark the begin- 
ning of a new era, there still remains a vast 
amount of work to be done before the Free 
State is placed upon a stable and legal basis. 

The Act whch will embody the constitution of 
the new State will, it is believed, take many 
months to pass through the Imperia!] Parlia- 
ment. When the House meets in February it ie 
understood that a short. Act will be passed re- 

ularising the setting up of the Free State in 
reland, Dut the larger Act will be a very com- 
licated affair, involving a vast amount of 
abour. The Constitution will probably be dis- 
eussed line by line—even word by word, 
Obviously this will take much time. 

One authority suggested last night that in 
view of the British ._ Parliament's large pro- 
vramme for the coming session, 1t will probably 
he found necessary to have an autumn session 
to complete the Insh measure. 

This Will not, however, prevent the Provisional 
Government from functioning. It will have the 
unexpended Irish funds for Irish Services. to 
carry it to the end of the financial year, and, 
no doubt, it will be empowered to budget for 
the necessary funds to curry on until such time 
as it will bays over its work to its successors, 
when a genertl election takes place,

Mrs. O’CaHaghan, t widow of the Iste

She is what the Italians call simpatica, and has 

personal charm. Her speech, hke those 
of all the women members, was against the 
Treaty, and, as in the case of her namesake 
from Cork, one felt sorry for it. She is a highly 
eultured woman, and her speech bore the marks 
of a good literary style. 


THE SPEAKER. 


There are many others about. whom. one 
would like to write, but most bf them are well 
known to the public. Ceann comhairle, for 
instance, is a very interesting figure. For the 
benefit of the uninitiated, I may explain that 
this is the nom de guerre of. Professor Eoin 
MacNeill when he occupies the Speaker’s chair. 
It means ' Head of the Assembly,” I under- 
stand, but when used in the vocative case, as-it 
always is used in the Dail, it becomes @ cinn 
comhairle, which sounds like “ a keen korlyeb,” 
or, as some irreverent Englishman ré it, 
“Old King Cole.” Professor MacNeill is a 
very learned man and a very charming. man; 
but he is i w á good ®peaker. He is far too 
good-natured. A good Speaker must be a 
martinet, especially when he has Dail Eireann 
to deal with. Professor MacNeill did not assert 
hig authority with sufficient tirmness. 1 should 
have liked to see someone like Mr. Michael 
Collins in the job. He would have given the 
obstructionists short shrift.

HE fascination of treasure hidden 
beneath the waves is widespread, and 
there are fow to whom the mention of 
adventurous search for gold’ on the.

of enthusiasm. The interest in sunken treasure 
lasts long beyond the dreams of childhood, 
many hard-héaded bt siness-men have given for- 
tunes ‘in the attempt to rob the sea of its

plorations of this nature. 
. Some statistician has recorded the fact that 
if all the gold swallowed up by the sea could 
be recovered it would more than pay the wortd- 
wide debt occasione’] by the late war. Alag! for 


achieving such he object.: However, quests for 
isolated treasuré here and there have gone on 
for many yeaty with varying success. 


LAURENTIC’S STORE. 


Searching for sunken treasure generally 
brings visions of old galleons with doublooms 
and other strange coins which we associate with 
olden days. However, the richest known wreck 
is the most modern—that of the Laurentic, 
sunk off the coast of Ireland in January, 1917. 
This armed liner carried hundreds of ingots of 
solid ld, worth between £2,000, and 
£3,000,000, and since she went down almost un- 
interrupted attempts have been made to recover 
her treasure. . 

About a picked divers have been en- 
gaged in the task. The Laurentic’s gold lies 
at a depth of twenty fathoms, or 130 feet. 
So’ far as-can be ascertained, in the seasons 
1918, 1919, and 1920, ingots valued at slightly 
over £1,000,000 were recovered. It is believed 
that an Admiralty tug and divers are engaged 
in the work, thour!: the Admiralty itself dis- 
claims all knowledge of it, and it is not clear 
what Government department is concerned. 
However, it is to be assumed that the 
money belo to the nation and that the 
Government is trying to recover it for the 
nation. 


OFF THE DUTCH COAST. 


A treasure ship to which expediisons return 
again and again is the British warship ‘Lutine, 
which was sunk off thu coast of Holland so 

ago as 1799. She was very rich in treasure, 
on board gold and silver ingots reckoned 
at the value of £1,000,000. The difficulty with 
this treasure was that it could not he itely 
ocated. Some years ago a determined effort 
was made to wrest the treasure from the sea, 
which had swirled it about for a century. An 
expedition was formed with all the latest ap- 
pliances. Divers went down and searched the 
seas where the Lutine was believed to be, but 
no' trace of it could be found. Not every 
strange, indeed, when the ship, as was after- 
wards found, lay buried in 30 feet of sand! 
This may appear to have been a formidable 


difficulty, and so it might have been were it 
not for the great be that are used for 
shifting sand.

right of salving this treasure ship, has himeelf 

nt a deal2of money in the quest. In addi- 
tion, he has sanctioned many hunts, all of 
which have cost a goodly sum. A few things, 
such as cannon balls and a Spanish doubloon, 
have been brought up at various times, but up 
to the present the great treasure has not been 
found. 4 

The most romantic story of all is that of the 
Hamilla Mitchell, which was sunk near Shanghai 
and carried with it some £50,000 in specie. She 
was a total loss, and the underwriters welcomed 
the*eervices of a Captain Lodge in the endeavour 
to recover the money. Two clever divers were 
requisitioned, and after searching for a lone 
time amid the rocks where the ship was lost thev 
came upon portion of it in comparatively shallow 
water. However, the stern had broken on a 
rock, and lay in deep water, and it was in the 
stérn the money lay. 


C INESE PIRATES. 


After tremendous efforts, which taxed the 
strength of the divers severely, the money was 
packed in boxes and sent up to the expeditionary 
ship. When the work was complete the divers 
sought a well-earned rest on deck, but no sooner 
were they aboard than they noticed great num- 
hers of ships on the horizon. These were Chinese 
pirates, who had been aware of the expedition, 
and were now coming to grab the procceds. 

The expeditionary boat hoisted sails, and a 
most exciting. chase was the outcome. Time 
and again the pirates were gaining on the 
runaway vessel, but all hands wero 
brought to work, and oars were used to add 
speed to the ship. The gallant salvors kept 
up their labours with almost superhuman 
«energy until nightfall, when they,were able ta 
slip away from their pursvers in the darkness. 
Their treasure was, mdeed, well earned, 


ARDUOUS WORK. 


Deep-sea diving is very arduous ; it is seldom 
that men are found with the physique necessary 
fo. diving. 100 feet or more. For deep-sea 
diving the diver must be _ trained like an 
athlete, sound: of imb and lung, and with a 
strong heart.

THE THEATRE OF 
TO-DAY. 


Miss Marie Tempest’s 


. Views. 


Miss Marie Tempest, the well-known 
comedienne, is returning to England: after her 
long world tour. Miss Tempest has‘ just been 
giving the Australian public some outspoken 
views on the present condition of the British 
stage, which, she maintains, is still suffering 
from the decay of public taste induced by the 
war and from the fact that the theatre has 
“got into the hands of the wrong people.” We 
give some characteristic extracts trom her obser- 
vations, 

“There are in the British Empire’’ she says, 
millions of young men and women who have 
never had the opportunity to form rational 
and refined tastes in regard to theatrical pro- 
“ductione. Offer such reople the best comedy, 
and they simply don’t understand it, they don’t 
know what it means. But had there been no 
war, by this time many of them would have 
known and understood. 

“ I think that Gerald du Maurier is the best 
actor in Kngland, without a doubt, incomparably 
‘the most brilliant actor we have at tha. pre- 
aeont moment. There may be some younger 
ones in his class; but if there are, 1 don t know 
‘Mem. I don't know about the women; but: I 
take it that. Irene Vanbrugh is still, as she wae 
when I left England, our best- actress in comedy, 
as Mrs. Patrick Campbell is supreme in emot- 
ional work. These people have the sense of 
wate Pw They are not affraid of repose. 

“My advice to every young H wage is: ‘Don’t 
be to be quiet. Seek after the virtue of 
silence. Silence is the most wonderful. thing 
in the world. The greatest things in art are 
the things not definitely expr a, 

“If you ask me what is the tragedy of the 
theatre in 1921, I should say that the tragedy 
of it is, that it has got into the haads of the 
wrong people. And one of the most comfort- 
ing signs of the times, is, that the theatre 
is, getting out of the hands of the wrong people 
again. 
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weeks later the company deeided to make what- 
ever headway they could, and went along in 
their own way with local artists, one of their 
earliest pictures being “O'Neill of the Glen.” 
Although these first efforts bore ‘unmistakable 
signs of the amateur they proved conclusively 
that there was no lack of capable actors, that 
there was a wealth of suitable scenic settings, 
and thet the atmosphere permitted the highest 


class of photography. 
ATMOSPHERE AND PHOTOGRAPHY. 


The general opinion hitherto had been, and in- 
deed it still obtains, that the humid atmosphere 
of Ireland is — good photography. - In 
the very early days of the cinema aph the 
most successful pictures came from ifornia, 
where the air is eo rarified ‘and pure that the 
sharpest contrasts in black and “white photo- 
graphy were easily procured. At that time 
the technical side of the business was a long 
way short of perfection. Exhibitors, therefore, 
were: only too glad to get the Californian 
pictures, but, with the gradual camera de- 
velopments, films began to be made elsewhere, 
and ‘the industry took a big jump. forward. 
Pictures taken in’ climates like ours permitted 
middle tones, and in fact every tone from 
‘et black, being obtained. The result is that 

ayias g pictures can be taken in Ire 
land as anywhere. 


AT GLENDALOUGH. 


One of the last of the Irish films that was 
roduced was “ Handy Andy,’’ which was made 
y the Ideal .Company, who sent over their 
own performers, Unlike most other companies, 
however, théy took the precaution of employ- 
ing a local assistant producer, whose business 
it was to keep them from making the usual 
ylaring errors in regard to accurate details 
made by non-Irish producers. The whole of 
the exteriors weré made at Glendalough, where 
the company were fér only fourteen days. 
Although they did not arrive until the middle 
of October, excellent p raphs were pro 
cured, and proved beyond dispute that first. 
rate pictures can be produced in Ireland. Pro- 
duction has naturally been at a standetil) in 
this country, but, under the new conditions 
which egem happily at hand, it is certain to 
be revived ehortly, as the demand for Irish 
pictures was never greater. Practically the 
world over Irish audiences are waiting for these 
pictures, but they must stand the test of exhibi- 
tion on their own merits. They must not 
appeal on sentiment alone, and must be equal 
to what America, England, and other countries 
can do. Their ability to compete with these 
films may not immediately be obtained, but 
‘there ie little doubt. that eventually, if pro- 
duced on up-to-date lines, Irish pictures will 
command their,own market. 


CHILDREN AND ADULT SHOWS. 


Evidently London exhibitors are determined 
zt all costs to challenge the legality of the 
London County Council's prohibition of ibe 
presence of children under the age of sixteen 
years at cinema performances at which films 
certified as suitable only for presentation to 
adults are screened, unless euch juveniles aro 
accompanied by their parents or legal guardians. 
The matter wae discussed in camera at a meet- 
ing London and Home Counties Branch 
of the ‘Exhibitors’ Association last week, and 
on the advice of the Association’s solicitor, 
that such a condition endorsed upon a licence 
would be wltra vires, formal notice of protest 
has since been lodged with the London County 
Council.

FISHERMEN’* EXPEDIENT. 


Fishermen in the Mozambique Channel, and 
in certain other parts, turn this fish’s powers 
to a uliar and profitable use. Through the 
tail they pass a mng to which a stout line is 
made fast. Thus secured, they toss the captive 
fish well clear of the boat, and await results. 

They have not long to wait as a rule. Too 
lany to carry himself, the additional weight 
of ring and line are too much for any seif- 
respecting remora. and in double quick 
time he attaches himself to the first fish he 
ean lay hold of, Directly the fisherman feels 
the pull on his line he hauls in the remora 
and his unwilling victim. 

Fish up to 100Ibs. and more are captured in 
this manner, and eo tenacious is the remora, 
that, rather than relax his grip, he will suffer 
himself to be torn asunder. .
